evangelistic work; the work in 
which Paul had spent his strength 
and ungrudgingly spent his splen- 
did faculties; the work is describ- | 
ed in three words: “PREACH | 
THE WORD!” 

What I have to say to you in 
these few minutes allotted to me 
can be summed up in the three 


admonitions of Paul: 1. PREACH 
THE WORD. 2. NEVER LOSE 
YOUR SENSE OF URGENCY. 3. 
CARRY OUT TO THE FULL 
THE COMMISSION GOD HAS 
GIVEN YOU. 


I. The Charge Is to Preach 
the Word 


This is the grand work of the 
minister, in which he is to lay 
out his strength of body, mind, 
and soul. Weak and foolish as it 


may appear, this is the grand in- 
strument which God has put in 
our hands, by which sinners are | 
to be saved, and saints fitted for! 
glory. 

Brethren, this is our great work. 
It is well to visit the sick, and 
well to educate children § and 
clothe the naked. It is well to at- 
tend conventions and conferences. 
It is well to write books or to 
read them. But here is the main 
thing—PREACH THE WORD. 


The Word ‘here ‘refers to’ the 
whole body of revealed truth—the 
Word of God. The preacher is not 
to occupy his time with book re- 
views, politics, economics, current 
topics of the day, psychology, un- 
proven theories of science, but 
the Word. The preacher as a Her- 
ald of God cannot choose his mes- 
sage. He is given a message to 
proclaim by his Sovereign. The 
preacher who does not do that 
should give up his office. 


Preach the Word—which tells 
of RUIN BY THE FALL. RE- 
DEMPTION BY THE BLOOD, 
REGENERATION BY THE HOLY 
SPIRIT. Preach the Word which 
tells of Jesus Christ, of death to 
sin by his death upon the Cross, 
of life to God by His resurrection 
from the dead. Preach the Word 
of holy obedience, of charity, pa- 
tience, gentleness, and peace; the 
Word of like mindedness’ with 
Christ, conformity to the will of 
God, the Word of truth and right- 
eousness, the unerring word, 
which is like God, and cannot lie. 


II. Never I.ose Your Sense 
of Urgency 


1. Preach The Word With In- 
stancy. “Be urgent in season, out 
of season.” The preacher is to pro- 
claim the Word when the time is 
auspicious, favorable, opportune, 
and also when the circumstances 
seem unfavorable. There is no 
closed season for preaching. How 
anxious was the Lord Jesus in 
this! “When He came near and 
beheld the city, he wept over it.” 


How earnest was Paul! “Remem- 


ber that by the space of three 
years I ceased not to warn every- 
one night and day with tears.” 
Such was George Whitefield; that 
great man scarcely ever preached 
without being melted to tears. 
Satan is busy. Death is busy. The 
Spirit of God is busy. He hath 
cast our lot in times when there 
is the moving of the great Spirit 
among the dry bones. Shall we be 
idle, or stand upon ceremony? Oh, 
that God would baptize us this 
day with the Holy Ghost and with 
fire that we might preach in sea- 
son and out of season. 


2. Preach The Word With Au- 
thority. There was an element in 
Paul’s preaching that must needs 
be in all effective preaching. It 
was his tone of authority. He be- 
lieved with all his heart his mes- 
sage. As God’s ambassador, he de- 
livered it without quailing for one 
moment. It is conviction that con- 
vinces. Earth’s last. place for 
stammering and indefiniteness is 
in the pulpit. Christ’s ambassador 
is to proclaim his Master’s mes- 
sage boldly, not apologetically. 
Christianity is nothing if it is not 
dogmatic. Our message is like that 
of the prophets of old—‘Thus 
saith the Lord!” 

3. Preach The Word With Exor- 
tation. The preacher is not only 
to speak in stern language against 
sin, but he is to exhort. This 
word has in it the idea of, “Please, 
I beg of you, I urge you.” Most 
ministers are accustomed to set 
Christ before the people. They lay 
down the Gospel clearly and beau- 
tifully, but they do not urge men 
to enter in. Now God says, Exhort 
—beseech men—persuade men; 
not only to the open door, but 
compel them to come in. 


Ill. Carry Out to the Full the 
Commission God Has 
Given You 


In view of the coming defection 
from the faith once for all deliv- 
ered to the saints, Timothy is ex- 
horted to do three things in con- 
nection with his proclamation. of 
the Word: 

1. “Be thou sober in all things.” 
The presence of false teachers ne- 
cessitated a wakeful attitude, a 
constant presence of mind, a quick 
discernment of opportunity for ad- 
vancing the truth. All preachers 
must one day give an account of 
their stewardship. Such a thought 
ought to stimulate them to great- 
er faithfulness.

At Bob. Jones University the 
other day, I missed the public 
world premiere showing of the 
stirring Christian motion picture 
“The Miracle.”

temptation through the use of the 
Word of God. Listen to this text 
again: “But he answered and said, 
It is written, Man shall not live 
by bread alone, but by every word 
that proceedeth out of the mouth 
of God.” Jesus exalted the Bible. 


Think with me for a bit about 
living by the Bible, or Jesus and 
His Bible. The Bible stands so 
high in God’s estimation, it is a 
pity that it does not stand higher 
in ours. In the first Psalm the 
Scripture says: “Blessed is the 
man that walketh not in the coun- 
sel of the ungodly, nor standeth 
in the way of sinners, nor sitteth 
in the seat of the scornful. But 
his delight is in the law of the 
Lord; and in his law doth he 
meditate day and night. And he 
shall be like a tree planted by the 
rivers of water, that bringeth 
forth his fruit in his season; his 
leaf also shall not wither; and 
whatsoever he doeth shall pros- 
per.” 

Now the Bible says this blessed 
man meditates day and night in 
the Bible. He is like a tree with 
its roots down soaking up the 
river water all the time; his leaves 
are always green; he brings forth 
fruit in season always, every year 
—everything he does prospers. 
Whatever he does prospers. That 
is true of anybody who meditates 
day and night in the Bible. 


That the Bible is the key to 
prosperity and success in every- 
thing is given in Joshua, chapter 
1. The Lord said, ‘Moses my ser- 
vant is dead. But I am not dead, 
Joshua. As I was with Moses, so 
I will be with thee.’ Let’s not 
worry when the Moses’ die; God 
will have a Joshua. It doesn’t 
matter too much about what par- 
ticular individual God chooses to 
use as a vessel just so long as we 
have a God ready to raise up an- 
other vessel. Then He said in 
Joshua 1:7, 8: 


“Only be thou strong and very 
courageous, that thou mayest ob- 
serve to do according to all the 
law, which Moses my _ servant 
commanded thee; turn not from 
it to the right hand or to the left, 
that thou mayest prosper whither- 
soever thou goest. This book of 
the law shall not depart out of 
thy mouth; but thou shalt med- 
itate therein day and night, that 
thou mayest observe to do accord- 
ing to all that is written therein; 
for then thou shalt make thy way 
prosperous, and then thou shalt 
have good success.” 


Here again is the plain state- 
ment that if you will set out to 
follow the Word of God, not turn- 
ing to the left nor to the right a 
hair’s breath, meditating in it day 
and night, then thou shalt make 
thy way prosperous, and _ then 
thou shalt have good success. A 
perfect rule for prosperity, bless- 
ing, and success. Success in every- 
thing you do. Success in your job. 
Success in your home. Success in 
your friendships. Success in your 
ministry. Success in your fellow- 
ship with God. Success in soul 
winning. The perfect rule for suc- 
cess is to meditate day and night 
in the Word of God. Jesus said, 
“Man shall not live by bread 
alone, but by every word that

I. What Jesus Taught About 
the Bible 


Now, about Jesus and the Bible. 
First, what did Jesus teach about 
the Bible, the Word of God? The 
recent translation, the New Re- 
vised Version of the Bible, has 
brought again to the fore the 
principle of inspiration. Is the 
Bible all inspired? To what de- 
gree is it inspired? Does it just 
contain the Word of God, or is 
it all the Word of God? Did God 
give the thoughts, or did God alsc 
give the words? Were the men 
who wrote the Bible simply super- 
vised, or did God simply give 
them the very words of the Bible? 
That whole question has come to 
the forefront again, and it ought 
to be thought out again. 


A man in one of the great sem- 
inaries in the world told me that 
they have a seminar, a group of 
the faculty, meeting once a month. 
and have been for two years, get- 
ting ready for a statement, a writ- 
ing, a book, a declaration on the 
inspiration of the Bible. It is a 
matter of very great importance. 


1, Jesus Said God Gave the Very 
Words of the Bible 


What did Jesus Himself teach 
about the Bible? Well, first He 
said, “Every word proceedeth out 
of the mouth of God.” What does 
this mean? What is the Bible 
then? It is the breath of God. 
Now I want you to check on me 
a little. It is a real joy*to sit at 
the feet of a scholar such as Dr. 
Brokenshire. Dr. Brokenshire, the 
Bible doesn’t teach that men nec- 
essarily are so inspired as to be- 
come infallible and to write down 
for us the Book of: God. Rather, 
the Bible says that the Word it- 
self is breathed out from God. In- 
spired is a kind of an adaptation 
of the thought. But it was called 
to my attention by Dr. Warfield 
of Princeton that the Bible itself 
is the breathed-out revelation 
from God. God gave the Bible. 
Not that God blessed men and 
men produced the Bible; but that 
God. Himself breathed out the 
Bible. That is what Jesus says 
here, “. . . every word that pro- 
ceedeth out of the mouth of God.” 
Did God say, “I will supervise 
you, Paul, and you write some 
letters?” No. It is true there is a 
human element. It is a fascinat- 
ing study which I will discuss a 
little later. But let us accept as 
the plain statement of God, the 
plain statement of Jesus Christ, 
often repeated in the Bible, that 
the Bible is the breathed-out es- 
sence of God. God Himself breath- 
ed out the words of the Bible. 
“ .. every word that proceedeth 


out of the mouth of God.” : 


Then Paul said in I Corinthians 
2:13, ‘“Which things also we speak, 
not in the words which man’s 
wisdom teacheth, but which the 
Holy Ghost teacheth; comparing 
spiritual things with spiritual.” 
Or as the American Standard 
Version says, “comparing spiritual 
things with spiritual words.’’ God 
gave both the thought and the 
words. But here Jesus said the 
same thing plainly—verbal inspi- 
ration. God gave the very words 
of the Bible. 


2. The Jots and Tittles”* 
Inspired Too 


About the inspiration of the 
Bible, Jesus said in Matthew, 
chapter 5, verses 17, 18: “Think 
not that I am come to destroy 
the law, or the prophets. . .” No. 
The law here does not mean the 
Ten Commandments. It does not 
mean ceremonial law, or moral 
law. It is a term for the first five 
books of the Bible. “Think not 
that I am come to destroy Gen- 
esis, Exodus, Leviticus, Numbers, 
Deuteronomy, or the _ prophets 
[the rest of the Old Testament 
written], but to fulfill.” Jesus did 
not come to destroy the Bible, 
the Old Testament. “For verily I 
say unto you, Till heaven and 
earth pass, one jot or one tittle” 
(of the Old Testament, or of the 
New Testament either for that 
matter, though Jesus here speaks 
of the part then in writing) “shall 
in no wise pass from the law, till 
all be fulfilled.’ 


Jesus says here that not only 


the words, but the very letters and 
the markings of the Bible, as far 
as they were in the original man- 
uscripts, were given of God. Of 
course you and I know that the 
Bible was not originally written 
down in English. Of course you 
and I know there are problems of 
copying, problems of translation. 
Nevertheless, here it is. clearly 
true that God intended us to know 
that revelation is to be marked 
by words which God gave origin- 
ally, and by even spelling that 
God gave originally. Paul knew 
that. So one time, by divine in- 
spiration, he was led to make a 
play on the very spelling of one 
word, the singular instead of the 
plural. He said, in Galatians 3:16, 
“Now .to Abraham and his seed 
were the promises made. He saith 
not, And to seeds, as of many; 
but as of one, And to thy seed, 
which is Christ.” Paul was mak- 
ing an argument on the fact that 
the very spelling of the words in 
the original manuscripts was giv- 
en of God. And God said the sing- 
ular, not the plural, and he was 
making an issue of that. 


Well, that is what Jesus says 
about the Bible. The words were 
given from God. They are the 
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breath of God. They proceed from 
the mouth of God. It is true, as 
far as we Know, that not many 
of the words came in audible 
tones from God. The Ten Com- 
mandments did.

8. Jesus Said Only a Fool Doubts 
the Bible 


Further. What did Jesus say? 
In Luke, chapter 24, after His re- 
surrection and speaking to some 
of the apostles who had _ gone 
down to Emmaus (I suppose they 
were His apostles; at least they 
were His disciples) He said, in 
effect, ‘You don’t believe I have 
risen from the dead? You don’t 
believe in the resurrection? Do 
you know why you don’t? You are 
fools. You are slow to believe the 
Bible. You don’t believe the Son 
of God should be crucified and 
rise the third day? You are fools.’ 


“How are we fools?” they ask- 


“You are fools in being slow to 
believe what the prophets have 
spoken.” Listen to the exact word- 
ing: “O fools, and slow of heart 
to believe all that the prophets 
have spoken: Ought not Christ to 
have suffered these things, and to 
enter into his glory? And begin- 
ning at Moses” (Genesis, Exodus, 
Leviticus, Numbers, Deuteron- 
omy) “and all the prophets. . .” 
(David was a prophet, the Bible 
says in Acts, chapter 2; so that 
would- include the Psalms, that 
would include the major prophets, 
the minor prophets, etc.) “And be- 
ginning at Moses and all the 
prophets, he expounded unto them 
in all the scriptures, the things 
concerning himself.” The whole 
Old Testament here Jesus vindi- 
cated; and He said that anybody 
who is even slow to believe it is 
a fool. Anybody who is even slow 
or critical about the Bible and be- 
lieving every bit of it—all of Gen- 
esis, all about Jonah, all about 
creation, all of it that contradicts 
evolution, every bit of it—if you 
are slow to believe it, then you 
are a fool, that’s all. You may be 
a nice, polite, smart, educated 
fool: or you may be a dumb, 
country-hick fool, but you are 
_~ still a fool when you are slow to 
, believe the Word of God. Jesus 
* Christ said so. 

I am preaching about Jesus and 
» the Bible, and our text is: “Man 
} Shall not live by bread alone, but 
‘by every word that proceedeth 
’ out of the mouth of God.” There 
is something sweet and wonderful 
in the fact that even that was a 
quotation from the Bible, from the 
Old Testament that He was talk- 
ing about, in this case. He said, 
‘I quote you what the Bible says 
about Itself, and I believe that, 
that “. . . Man shall not live by 
bread alone, but by every word 
that proceedeth out of the mouth 


of God.’” That is what Jesus be-

Authorship 


There is the problem of human 
authorship. You say, “The Bible 
Says here that Jesus said, *. .

_the mercy of God that He used 


men, Isn’t it wonderful that God 
allowed men to have part in this 
perfect and wonderful and mirac- 
ulous thing, the Bible? 


God allowed Mary, God allow- 
ed the human race to have part 
in bringing forth Jesus. Jesus is 
the Son of David. David is a man. 
Jesus is in a sense the servant of 
Israel, but Israel is human. Is 
that right? So Jesus is the Son 
of Mary, and Mary was a poor, 
frail, fallible woman. Mary could 
sing praises and say, “My soul 
doth magnify the Lord, and my 
spirit hath rejoiced in God my 
Saviour.” Mary was a sinful wo- 
man, as you and I are siniul. I 
think she was good by human 
standards. Virtuous, clean and 
fine, yes; but she said, ‘I was a 
sinner and He is my Saviour.’ 
Though she was the mother of 
Jesus, yet she was a woman who 
needed saving. Isn’t it wonderful 
that God condescended to take on 
Himself the form of a servant 
when He took on the form of hu- 
manity? Mary was the passive but 
believing human instrument when 
God incarnated His Son. Bible 
writers were the passive but be- 
lieving instruments when God 
breathed out the very words of 
His Bible. 


That isn’t all: Paul says, “We 
have this treasure in earthen ves- 
sels.” He said, ‘I have something 
perfect. Though I am frail, yet in 
me there is that which is perfect, 
and he which hath begun a good 
work in me will perform it until 
the day of Jesus Christ.’ There is 
a sense in which I became a par- 
taker of that supernatural, divine 
nature, and Christ is in me, and 
Christ in you, the hope of glory. 
A wonderful thing! But the be- 
lieving sinner accepts salvation, a 
supernatural gift from-.God. He 
does not originate regeneration 
any more than Moses or Isaiah 
or Paul originated their part of 
the Bible. They received it. 


So in the Bible, there is a hu- 
man element, but that does not 
change a particle the fact that 
the Bible is the infallible and per- 
fect Word of God. 


1. The Bible Not in Any Sense 
the Product of Research 


Now a word about research. So 
much that is silly and foolish has 
been said about inspiration by 
false interpretation of Luke 1:1-4. 
Here Luke said: 

“Forasmuch as many have tak- 
en in hand to set forth in order 
a declaration of those things 
which -are most surely believed 
among us, Even as they delivered 
them unto us, which from the be- 
ginning were eyewitnesses, and 
ministers of the word; It seemed 
good to me also, having had per- 
fect understanding of all things 
from the very first, to write unto 
thee in order, most excellent 
Theophilus, That thou mightest 
know the certainty of those 
things, wherein thou hast been 
instructed.” 

Five members of a faculty of a 
great college sat with me not long 
ago and went into this thing. I 
called their attention to a mistake 
in a published book _ seriously 
wrong on the human element in 
inspiration. The president of the 
school was also present. One of 


those professors said, “But Dr. 
Rice, doesn’t this say that Luke 
wrote because he had knowledge 
of it by personal experience, and 
he consulted eyewitnesses about 
such matters? Doesn’t that speak 
of human research in writing?” 


I answered that it did not. In 
the first place, if you will note 
carefully, Luke says, “It seemed 
good to me also, having had per- 
fect understanding of all things 
from the very first,” should not 
be “from the very first.” The 
Greek word anothen should have 
been translated “from above,” as 
it is generally translated and as 
is certainly the primary meaning. 
‘I had perfect understanding of 
this from God, supernatural rev- 
elation from God,’ Luke said, ‘and 
that is why I wrote it.’

Many other people had writ- 
ten that kind of gospel, with the 
human element predominant and 
which though they might have 
been historically accurate in gen- 
eral, they were not divine, they 
were not supernatural, they were 


not the inspired, God-breathed 
word of revelation. 
Luke says, “That is good, but 


now wouldn’t you like to know 
something certain, O Theophilus?’ 
So he said, ‘I will tell you how I 
received it—from above.’ Do you 
think it doesn’t mean that? The 
Scofield note has here, 


“From the very first”; Gr. 
anothen, “from above.” So 
translated in John 3:31; 19:11; 
James 1:1/; 3:15, 17. In no 
other place is anothen trans- 
lated “from the very first.” 


If you will study further you 
will find that the great teachers 
thought the same. B. H. Carroll 
said that it ought to be “from 


above.” Erasmus said it ought to 


be “from above.” Gill, the prede- 
cessor Of Spurgeon and a great 
scholar, said it ought to be “from 
above.” Gaussen, that great Swiss 
theologian and I think the great- 
est authority on inspiration in 
modern times, said it ought to be 
“from above.” 

I showed those professors that. 
I went down the line and showed 
man after man after man. There 
are plenty of authorities for ver- 
bal inspiration even among schol- 
ars. You can name Robert Dick 
Wilson, Warfield, Machen, Allis, 
and others from Princeton; B. H. 
Carroll, Scofield, Gaussen, and so 
many others who were for word- 
for-word inspiration of the Bible. 
They were real scholars. Don’t 
let anybody ever tell you that the 
most scholarly men do not believe 
that God gave the very words, for 
the men who put the most study 
on it do believe that. 

Somebody says, “Don’t you 
think somebody talked with Mary 
and found out about the virgin 
birth?” No sir! If somebody talk- 
ed with Mary and found out about 
the virgin birth, that would only 
be the kind of accuracy which you 
can have in the Saturday Evening 
Post, or in a news story from Ko- 
rea, if a man talked with some 
man in the frontline trenches. It 
will take a lot more than the 
word of Mary to settle for me the 
virgin birth. No, no! Luke says, 
‘IT got this from above. I got this 
by supernatural revelation from 
God, not by eyewitnesses.’ 


2. No Common Human Sources 
For Gospels: No Copying 

Somebody asks; “Brother Rice, 
don’t you believe the Gospel writ- 
ers—Matthew, Mark and Luke, 
the Synoptic Gospels that had so 
much in common—don’t you think 
they copied them from a common 
source?” No. In the first place, 
there is not a hint in the Bible 
that they copied them from any 
source whatever. All the talk a- 
bout ancient manuscripts, about 
the “Q” manuscript that is sup- 
posed to have been the basis, and 
Mark copied some and edited it, 
and Matthew copied some and 
changed some and added some, 


and Luke copied some—all of that 


is a kind of tommyrot that is no 


legends. There is not a bit of evid- 
ence for it. Nobody ever saw the 
so-called “‘Q’’ manuscript. Nobody 
knows anybody else who ever saw 
or who ever heard tell of it. 
is the invention of men who want 
some other reason to explain the 
Bible but the one supernatural 
reason; infallible, verbal inspira- 
tion. The reason Matthew, Mark, 
Luke and John are much alike is 
that they were inspired by the 
same Holy Spirit, and recount the 
same events. So they are alike be- 
cause God made them alike. 


No, you cannot find the reason 
for the Bible in the human ele- 
ment. You cannot find a human 
reason for the perfection of the 
Bible because of copying, or be- 
cause of quotations, or because 
of editing, or anything of the kind. 
The Bible came by divine inspira- 


tion, and men of God gave 
very words of God. 
8. The Incarnation of Christ 


Perfect Picture of Human Author- 
ship of the Bible 


You say, “How could that be? 
God didn’t use a man just as a 
machine, a robot, and the man 
write down the words. . .” 

No, but let me illustrate that. 
You know, Jesus is the Word of 
God, too. Here is a wonderful pic- 
ture, so clearly given in the Bible. 
You know, Jesus is the Word of 
God. This Bible is the Word of 
God, and Jesus is the Word of 
God. In the first chapter of John 
we read, “In the beginning was 
the Word, and the Word was with 
God, and the Word was God.” 
Jesus is the very Word of God. 
In Revelation 19, John said, 
saw heaven opened, and behold 
a white horse; and he that sat 
upon him was called Faithful and 
True, and in righteousness he doth 
judge and make war. His eyes 
were as a flame of fire, and on 
his head were many crowns; and 
he had a name written, that no 
man. knew, but he himself.

Here is a remarkable thing. I 
take the Word of God and plant 
it in a heart.

She had 
part in producing deity in the 
flesh. Yet the truth is, she was 
passive in the matter. She was 
conscious; she was. glad; she of- 
fered her loving submission; she 
said, “Be it to me according to 
thy will’; and she believed what 
the angel announced to her. Mary 
had part. She bore in her body 
the little baby Jesus and suffered 
in His birth, nursed Him, cared 
for Him, tended Him. Mary had 
a part. But all the time hers was 
the passive part. Hers was sub- 
mitting to the will of God. And 
God did the miracle through the 
human body of Mary. 


So the Word of God. God did 
the miracle of this Word of God 
like He did the miracle of the 
other Word of God. That is in 
the Bible He clothed it in words; 
in Christ He clothed it in human 
flesh. And He used men to clothe 
the Word in words, but the men 
did not elect the words, any more 
than Mary determined any detail 
of the miracle of the incarnation. 


Oh, but you say, “There .is dif- 
ference in style.” I know. But 
never mind; it is still true that 
God allowed the human element 
to be there, but always God-con- 
troled completely; not just super- 
vising, but actually producing the 
Bible and giving the Bible so that 
the words proceeded from the 
mouth of God, so that the Bible 
is the breath of God, put down 
on paper. So the Bible is the in- 
fallible Word of God. 


You may not understand it. 
That is not surprising. I don’t un- 
derstand the miracle whereby I 
became a new creature. And there 
is something in me that becomes 
the perfect image of God. It isn’t 
dominant much of the time. I have 
two natures. And when I would 
do good, evil is present with me. 
But one day the rest of it will be 
perfected as it is not now perfect- 
ed. Yet the miracle of regenera- 
tion has taken place, the new 
birth, wrought of God’s Spirit in 
me. And God’s Holy Spirit 
wrought that miracle in the in- 
spiration of the Bible. God’s Holy 
Spirit wrought that miracle in the 
bodily conception of Jesus in the 
womb of a virgin. In every case 
the Spirit of God is the dominant 
and controlling and perfect fea- 
ture, and man is the passive in- 
strument, but usually the glad 
and believing instrument of God’s 
mercy in such a case. 


So, then, the Bible is the Word 
of God like Jesus is the Word of 
God. Jesus is perfect and sinless 
and the absolute truth. And the 
Word of God is perfect’and sinless 
and the absolute truth. Thank God 
for the Bible! I can hold the Word 
of God, I can hold Christ in my 
hands in some sense. This Bible 
is the one miraculous, tangible 
thing in this world. I don’t mean 
that leather, or that sheet of pa- 
per, or that printing—I mean the 
Word cf God that is in here. This 
Word wf God is the one miracu-

Do you want me to explain the

But, thank God, it is not beyond 
human belief. And that is what 
the Bible claims to be. That is 
what Jesus said about the Bible. 


III. We Are to Live Daily 
By the Word 


Now, last of all, Jesus said that 
man should live by the Word of 
God. “‘Man shall not live by bread 
alone, but by every word that 
proceedeth out of the mouth of 
God.’”” How do we live? In one 
sense, we live by breathing oxy- 
gen. The Bible says “the breath 
of life.’ God made man and 
breathed into him the breath of 
life. There is a sense in which 
breathing is living, because unless 
I have oxygen taken in and the 
oxygen then is used and consumed 
and food stuff is transformed and 
the blood is invigorated and the 
processes are carried on, I will die. 
In some sense, man cannot live 
without breathing, and breathing 
is living. Now in the same way, 
spiritual life is in the Word of 
God. It is the breath of God. As 
I breathe in the Bible, as I take 
in the Bible, as I let the Bible do 
its blessed work on me, I am liv- 
ing in God. Man ought to live 
from God. My life is from God. 
So Christian growth, Christian 
happiness, Christian fruitfulness, 
and Christian moral standards are 
all in this. How much do you live 
in the Word of God? 


1. Meditating in the Word of God 
Daily should Be Christian’s 
Breath 


I am sometimes shocked to find 
Christians who haven’t even read 
through the Bible once. How can 
a man live “by every word that 
proceedeth out of the mouth of 
God” when he has never even 
read it, or has never even heard 
it read? A man ought to absorb 
the Bible, love it, meditate on it, 
read it all—every bit of it again 
and again and yet again. No won- 
der that is the secret of success 
as given in Psalm 1:1-3 and Josh- 
ua 1:7, 8. The Bible! In some 
sense when I breathe in the Bible 
I breathe in God’s thoughts and 
God’s power and God’s will, and 
the Saviour. Plant the Word of 
God and it sprouts, and one is 
born again, and behold it is Christ 
in you, the living Word. Then live 
by the Word of God like breath- 
ing. 

2. Christian Growth Must Come 
by the Bible | 


Sometimes we might say that 
we live by eating. Well, some 
live too high that way, perhaps; 
but you take in food. Somebody 
says that you live by exercise. No, 
exercise may be good for you, and 


you need more of it perhaps, but |! 


unless you take in food, you don’t 
grow. Christian growth is wrapped 
up in the Bible. The Scripture 
says, “As newborn babes, desire 
the sincere milk of the word, that 


ye may grow thereby.” The Bible 
is food. It is milk for the baby; 
it is strong meat; the bread. Near- 
ly everything the Bible says Jesus 
is, it also says the Bible is. Jesus 
is the Truth; the Bible is the 
Truth, Jesus is the Word; this is 
the Word. Jesus is the Bread—‘“I 
am the bread which came down 
from heaven’; yet the Bible is 
the Bread of God, too, you see. 
We are to eat. It is meat and 
bread and milk. Oh, let’s feed on 
the Word of God, live: by the 
Word of God. Everybody ought to 
do that. “Man shall not live by 
bread alone, but by every word 
that proceedeth out of the mouth 
of God.” 


38. Power Comes from Living in 
the Word 


Then living in the Bible means 
living in the power of God. If a 
man lives by the Bible and 
breathes in the Bible, you know 
God’s thoughts after him as you 
find them in the Bible. Oh, how 
wonderful! How wonderful! Once 
I made up my mind that I was 
going to preach everything in the 
Bible, and I have tried it. I have 
prepared notes on every chapter in 
the Bible, every principle verse 
in the Bible. It took me five 
years’ study and hard work to 
write out notes on everything in 
the Bible. Now as I go back 
through, it is sad to find so much 
I left out. I started out to preach 
on everything in the Bible. Now 
I am beginning to be discouraged. 
I never catch up. God opens up 
more light than I can ever get to 
preach. Believe it or not—I know 
more than I ever get to preach! 
Oh, the blessed Word of God is 
the infallible Reservoir. Let us 
feed on the Word! When -you love 
the Word of God, you find that 
you are loving God and His way. 
You are loving Christ. You are en- 
joying Him. That is the reason 
that in John 15:7 Jesus said, “If 
ye abide in me, and my words 
abide in you, ye shall ask what ye 
will, and it shall be done unto 
you.” Ask anything you want. You 
are in the will of God. You want 
what He wants. If you abide in 
Jesus and His words abide in you, 
God can afford to give you every- 
thing He has. Then, let us say, 
“T am going to stock up on the 
Bible. I am going to fill myself 
with the Word of God. I am go- 
ing to meditate therein day and 
night.” Do you know what it is 
like to meditate in the Bible? It 
is having fellowship with God. It 
is making love to Him. It is en- 
joying His fellowship. 

Young people, you are busy. You 
have this class, that, and the 
other. Much study is the weariness 
of the flesh. Most of you look 
pretty fresh; you are not very 
weary! But even the study of the 
Bible can become routine, can be- 
come professional, can become a 
matter of getting grades, can be- 
come a matter of getting a di- 
ploma, or a degree. Oh, take care! 
Take care! Don’t lose this wonder- 
ful secret of prosperity and bles- 
sing. Whatever else you do, take 


time every day with the Bible. I 
mean beyond your study—to feed 
your soul, to meditate and find 
the Lord, to Know His will, to let 
praise rise up in your heart, to 
let understanding of Jesus, the 
Truth, and all the plan of God 
make itself clearer to you. Feed 
on the Word of God. 

How much shall I read _ the 
Bible? Someone has said that if 
you read four chapters a day, you 
can read the Bible through in a 
year. Better than that! Somebody 
else has wisely said, “Read every 
day at least until your heart burns 
within you. Read until God tells 
you something. Read until the 
Bible makes an impact. Read un- 
til the blessed life-changing, 
cleansing power of the Word of 
God takes effect for the day. 

Now let us come back to the 
text. Jesus said, “Man shall not 
live by bread alone, but by every 
word that proceedeth out of the 
mouth of God.” This blessed Bible! 
Do you want to succeed? How 
much do you love it? Do you have 
doubts about it? Doubts come to 
people who do not take time to 
learn it. Doubts come to the peo- 
ple who do not take time to en- 
joy it. Any doubts? “Oh, fools and 


slow of heart to believe all the 
prophets have spoken.”’ Those who 
do not submit their hearts to the 
Bible may doubt it, but none ever 
doubted who gave the Word a 
chance, who say, “I submit my- 
self to it. I bow down to it. I will 
make myself a slave to it. I will 
let it talk to me. I will change to 
fit the plan of God. I will med- 
itate day and night on the Word 
of God.” What blessed, blessed 
victory there is for a Christian. 
Let us read the whole verse to- 
gether: Matthew 4:4. “But he an- 
swered and said, It is written, 
Man shall not live by bread alone, 
but by every word that proceedeth 
out of the mouth of God.” 
PRAYER: Our heavenly Father, 
wilt Thou imprint on our minds 
indelibly Thy Word this morning? 
Arouse a new reverence, a new 
holy respect and worship for this 
Word of God, Christ in a Book, 
the Truth and the Life in a Book, 
which we may carry in our hands, 
which we may read and learn, 
which may change our lives; this 
Key to prosperity. O Lord today 
let us give ourselves anew to 
this one Book, every word of 


'which proceedeth out of the mouth 


of God. For Jesus’ sake. Amen.

Paths To 


Perdition

ciful people who reveal their 
“sweet and forgiving nature,” by 
throwing sand into my eyes and 
trying to make me think I am safe 
when I am in grave and imminent 
peril. The man who points out my 
gins and my peril is my best friend 
and my kindest friend. The man 
who flatters and deceives me is 
my worst foe and my most cruel 
foe. Delilah coddled Samson while 
she bound him for his foes. That 
is what these so-called ‘“liberal- 
minded preachers” are doing. God 
forbid that for the sake of popu- 
larity I should join them in their 
damnablé work of destroying un- 
wary souls. 


I shall therefore point out to 
you tonight with great plainness 
of speech some of the paths that 
lead to perdition, in the hope that 
at least some of you who are 
walking in these paths will get 
out of them before you leave this 
building. 


I, Impurity 

Impurity is sweeping more men 
and women and boys and girls in- 
to perdition in this city than any 
other sin. Intemperance claims but 
a small fraction of as many vic- 
tims as impurity. The spread of 
impurity in our land, because of 
the war and because of the mov- 
ies and because of the breaking 
down of parental restraint at 
home, and of sound moral teach- 
ing and discipline in our schools, 
and because of the general out- 
break of lawlessness in all depart- 
ments of our modern life, and es- 
pecially because of the sowing of 
the seeds of infidelity in schools. 
eolleges, and even in Sunday 
schools and churches and every- 
where else, is simply appalling. 
The things I have _ personally 
known about the impurity in 
young and old, and in all classes 
of society, have made my heart 
sick and faint. I know some things 
about many of you in this audi- 
ence tonight that you do not think 
I know. Some I know by your 
very looks; you bear the marks of 
your sin in your eyes, in your 
faces, in your gait and in your 
manner. Some things I know by 
direct testimony. Much of our Los 
Angeles life is festering with the 
sin of Sodom. Sins of impurity in 
their various forms are a swift 
and sure road to perdition. Im- 
purity leads to perdition in many 
ways: 

1. First of all, impurity breeds 
unbelief in God, and in Christ, and 
tm the Bible. I have found by per- 
sonal investigation that very much 
of the unbelief of our day has its 
origin in impurity of life. Let me 
give you an illustrative example. 
A young student came to me and 
said that he was skeptical. I 
asked, ‘“‘Why are you skeptical?” 
He replied that he had been read- 
ing philosophy and the study of 
Philosophy had made him skepti- 
Cal. 

Then I said, “Is your life right?” 
He hesitated. I followed it up, 
“Are you not living in sin?” and 
I named the sin I had in mind. 
He matte a clean breast of it. He 
was. I told him to quit his sin, 
then do certain other things, and 
he would find his skepticism would 
take to itself wings and fly away. 
He promised to do it. Some months 
passed. 


This young man came to me 
again and I said to him, “Where 
do you stand now?” 

“Just where I did,” he replied. 

I asked, “Why have you not 
gotten over your skepticism?” 

“I do not know,” he said. 

“Have you given up your sin 
aS you promised to do?” 

He dropped his head and an- 
swered, “No.” 

“Well,” I said, “give up your 
Sin, and you will get rid of your 
skepticism. That’s your trouble.” 

He dropped his head lower and 
said, “I guess it is.” 

Yes, it was; and it is the trou- 
ble with a good many of you men 
and women here tonight who flat- 
ter yourselves your trouble is 
skepticism. No, with many of you 
the real trouble is not skepticism? 
it is simply disgusting impurity 
of life. I say that in all kindness 
and for your own good. If I have 
hit you, don’t get angry at me; 
for I am your friend. Get angry 
at yourself, for you are your own 
worst enemy. Get angry at your- 


Professor W. W. White was once 
lecturing in Chicago on infidelity. 
A fine-looking, gray-haired man, 
a man with a bright mind, came 
up at the close of his lecture and 
said something like this, “You are 
a Christian, and I am an infidel. 
I am just as sincere as you are, 
and you have no right to tell me 
I am not.” 


“Is your life pure?” Professor 
White inquired in reply. 

“Just as pure as yours,” the man 
replied. 

“Have you any objection to giv- 
ing me your name?” Professor 
White inquired. “I want to look 
up your record.” 

The man began to edge away 
and refused, saying that his name 
was none of Professor White's 
business. But Professor White se- 
cured his name from someone in 
the crowd; for he was one of the 
best-known infidels in Chicago, in- 
deed one of the best-known infi- 


striving for but money; so they 


in acquiring wealth. The love of 
money sends men to perdition in 
a variety of ways: 

1. In the first place, The love 
of money leads to dishonest meth- 
ods of acquiring money. A great 
many business methods of the 
present day are simply legalized 
robbery. There are a great many 
rich men who if they were genuine- 
ly converted would have to pay 
back most of their money to the 
persons from whom they have sto- 
len it. Some try to get around this 
by giving away a part of their 
stealings to churches, to colleges, 
to hospitals, to public libraries, to 
various Christian organizations 
and to the poor. This may soothe 
their own consciences, but it will 
not satisfy God and it will not 
keep them out of Hell. 


2. Again, the consuming love for 
money blinds many men to the 
fact that there is anything worth 


leave their souls and their eternal 


interests utterly neglected, ‘The 
seen inside a church. There is a 
great deal more hope of awaken- 


dels in America. In less than a 
year, this gifted infidel was found | 
dead in a Boston hotel side by side 
with a brilliant young woman (not 
his wife), whom he had led astray, 
first into infidelity and then into 
adultery. Impurity makes more in- 
fidels than all the infidel books 
that were ever written. Mind you, 
I do not say all skeptics and infi- 
dels are impure. God forbid! But 
I do say that impurity makes 
many infidels. Now you know 
whether you are impure or not. 
If you are, and are also an infidel 
or skeptic, give up your sin and 
see how quickly you get rid of 
your soul-destroying infidelity. 

2. But impurity sends men and 
women to perdition in still an- 
other way. It entangles people in 
relations that it is hard to get out 
of, and that one cannot remain in 
and be saved. How many a poor, 
blinded fool of a man has become 
infatuated with some other man’s 
wife and run away with her, and 
then wakened up some day to see 
that both he and she were in Hell 
now and on the way to an eternal 
Hell hereafter. But what could he 
do? The man who trifles with an- 
other man’s wife (or trifles with 
another woman while he has a 
wife of his own) is not only one 
of the vilest, most scoundrelly, 
most contemptible, and abject 
sneaks and villains that walk the 
face of God’s earth, but he is also 
one of the most arrant fools. 


I dealt personally one night with 
a bright, intelligent young man. 
He was under deep conviction of 
sin. He told me he wanted to come 
to Christ. 

“Well, then._why don't 
come?” I asked. 

No answer. Then I _ looked 
steadily at him and his story lay 
revealed. 

“Is there a woman in the case?” 
I asked. 

“Yes.” 

“Will you give her up?” 

There was an awful struggle, a 
long struggle, but finally he shook 
his head and walked out to his 
companion in sin and to Hell. 

Hell will be crowded with adul- 
terers and adulteresses. Hell will 
be more full of adulterers and 
adulteresses than Reno, Nevada. 
Some of you men here tonight 
may well tremble. I am not going 
to point you out, but God knows 
you. Oh! I appeal to every man 
and woman here tonight who is 
taking their first steps in the path 
of impurity; yes, to you who have 
gotten further on in that road; 
yes, to you who are way down 
that road; Repent, repent, repent, 
and believe in Jesus Christ to- 
night. If you do, this will be.the 
happiest night you ever saw. 


II, The Love of Money 

The next path to perdition is 
the love of money. God says in 
I Timothy 6:9; “But they that will 
be rich fall into temptation and 
a snare, and into many foolish and 
hurtful lusts, which drown men in 
destruction and perdition.” How 
many there are in Los Angeles 
who are taking this road to Hell. 
Go out any of our finest avenues, 
how many saved men are there 
upon it? Very few. Why? Their 
money keeps them from Christ. 

But the rich:are not the only 
ones “who desire to be rich.” 
Many people in very moderate 
circumstances are as eager to be 
rich as the multi-millionarie, only

to the fact that he has a soul to 


to the fact a man besotted with 
the love of money. I would a great 
deal rather undertake the job of 
bringing a rum-soaked man to 
Christ than of bringing a money- 
soaked man to Christ. 

3. Then again, many who love 
money when they are awakened 
to the fact that they have a soul 
and that it is lost will not come 
to Christ for fear they will have 
'to give their money up if they do. 
_A man once came to Dr. McArthur 
‘of New York and said, “Dr. Mc- 
| Arthur, must I give up my money 
if I become a Christian?” 

Dr. McArthur replied wisely, 
saying, “If you become a Christian 
and Jesus Christ tells you to give 
up your money, you must be ready 
to give it up, every penny of it, 
if Jesus Christ tells you to.” 

The man answered, “I will take 
a week to think about it.”’ 

At the end of the week, he came 

back and said, “Dr. McArthur, I 
have settled it. I will hold on to 
my money till death; and if Christ 
and Heaven must go, they must 
go.” 
You may say that man was a 
great fool. I grant it—but there 
are many others like him, some 
of them right here in this audience 
tonight. 


III. Love of Pleasure 


Love of pleasure is another path 
to perdition. Many people in this 
audience tonight are _ rejecting 
Christ Jesus because they think 
that an acceptance of Christ 
would involve their giving up 
many pleasures of which they are 
extremely fond, and very likely it 
would. Many young people are 
saying, “I don’t think a person can 
be a real Christian and dance or 
go to the theater or to the movies 
or play cards.” Well, I admit I 
think there is a good deal of truth 
in what they say. “Well, then,”

IV. Infidelity 
Infidelity is another path to per- | 
dition. There is no hope for the | 
infidel unless he gives up his in-| 
fidelity. God tells us plainly in II} 
Thessalonians 1:7-9, that “... the 
Lord Jesus shall be revealed from | 
heaven with his mighty angels, In| 
flaming fire taking vengeance on 
them that know not God, and that 
obey not the gospel of our Lord 
Jesus Christ: Who shall be pun- 
ished with everlasting destruction 
from the presence of the Lord, 
and from the glory of his power.” 
And the Lord Jesus Himself says, 
in Mark 16:15, 16, R.V., “. . . Go 
ye into all the world, and preach 
the gospel to the whole creation. 
He that believeth and is baptized 
shall be saved; but he that disbe- 
lieveth shall be condemned.” And 


we read again in John 3:36, “He 
that believeth on the Son hath 
everlasting life: and he that be- 
lieveth not the Son shall not see 
life; but the wrath of God abid- 
eth on him.” There is not the 
slightest chance for any infidel. 
But you say, “I cannot help being 
an infidel.” Yes, you can. If you 
will come to me, I will show you 
how to help it. If you are really

Paths To Perdition

I will show you a way, 
e way that will commend itself 
to your own reason and con- 
gecience, out of infidelity into faith. 
I have shown it to many infideis 
and it has never failed yet.

One of the passages I just quot- 
ed, Il Thessalonians 1:7-9, R.V.., 
tells us that it is not only the 
agnostic and infidel who is on the 
yoad to perdition, but also that 
all that obey not the gospel of our 
Lord Jesus: “. .. shall suffer pun- 
ishment, even eternal destruction 
from the face of the Lord and 
from the glory of his might.” 
There are many who in their in- 
tellectual opinion about God and 


the Bible and Jesus Christ are 
perfectly sound, but who still are 
“unbelievers” in the Bible sense 
of “unbelief,” and every form of 
unbelief is a path to perdition. 
They do not “obey the gospel of 
our Lord Jesus,” and therefore by 
the plain declaration of God's 


Word are on the road to “ever- 
lasting destruction.” 
What does it mean to “obey the 
gospel of our Lord Jesus’? The 
Greek word translated “obey” in 
this passage means first all “to 
listen” or “to hearken,” and then 
it means to do what is the result 
of really listening to a command, 
o “obey it.” So to “obey the gos- 
pel of our Lord Jesus Christ,” 
means to listen to the Gospel, be- 
Yieve what it says and do what it 
commands. What does the: Gospel 
eay? Paul tells us in I Corinthians 


35:1-4. He says, “Now I make 
known unto you, brethren, the 
gospel which I preached unto 
you... For I delivered unto you 
first of all that which I also re- 
ceived: that Christ died for our 


sins according to the scriptures; 
and that he was buried; and that 
fhe hath been raised up the third 
day according to the scriptures.” 


That then is “the gospel” (or, good 
fiews). The Gospel says: First, 
that “Jesus Christ died for our 


fins,” believe that, believe that 
Jesus Christ died for your Sins; 
&nd trust God to forgive you be- 
fause Jesus Christ died in your 
place. The Gospel says: Second, 
that “Jesus Christ was raised from 
the dead,” believe that; and trust 
this risen Saviour, who has all 
power in Heaven and on earth, to 
deliver you from the power of sin. 
So much as to what to believe. 

Then do what the Gospel tells 
you to do—confess Jesus Christ 
Bejore the world. As this same 
Paul puts it in Romans 10:9,10, 
k&.V., “If thou shalt confess with 
thy mouth Jesus as Lord, and 
slialt believe in thy heart that 
God raised him from the dead; 
thou shalt be saved: for with the 
ficart man believeth unto right- 
eousness; and with the mouth con- 
gession- is made -unto- salvation”; 
and also confess your renunciation 
of sin and your acceptance of 
Christ as your personal Saviour, 
by being baptized in His name. 
THE REFUSAL OR NEGLECT 
TO OBEY THE GOSPEL, BY 
WOT BELIEVING WHAT IT 
SAYS AND BY NOT DOING 
WHAT IT COMMANDS, LEADS 
TO CERTAIN PERDITION. This 
same thought is found in another 
of the passages just quoted, John 
3:35: “He that believeth on the 
Son hath everlasting life: and he 
that believeth not the Son shall 
not see life: but the wrath of God 
abideth on him.” 


V. Reliance Upon a Mere 
Profession of Religion 

Another path to perdition is re- 
liance upon a mere profession of 
¢eligion. Jesus Christ Himself 
makes that very plain in the very 
chapter from which our text is 
taken. In verses 21 to 23, He says, 
“Not every one that saith unto 
me, Lord, Lord, shall enter into 
the kingdom of heaven; but he 
that doeth the will of my Father 
which is in heaven. Many will say 
to me in that day, Lord, Lord, 
have we not prophesied in thy 
mame? and in thy name have cast 
out devils? and in they name done 
many wonderful works? And then 


will I profess unto them, I never 


knew you: depart from me, ye 
that work iniquity” (Matt. 7:21- 
23). 

A man may be a church mem- 
ber and still be on the straight 
goad to Hell. A man may have his 
mame on the church rolls (either 
Protestant or Roman Catholic); 


a 


he may be a church officer; he 
may be very active in various 
church enterprises; he may be a 
priest or a preacher. But, if he 
has not been born again; if he 
has not obeyed the Gospel; if he 
has not accepted Christ Jesus as 
his personal Saviour and Lord in 
such a real way that Christ is 
transforming him into His own 
image, that man is still unsaved 
and is on the road to perdition 
and will spend eternity there, un- 
less he repents and accepts Jesus 
Christ with a living faith. 

Oh, you men and women who 
are building your hopes of Heav- 
en on the fact that you are mem- 
bers of the Roman Catholic 
church, or members of the Metho- 
dist church, or the Episcopal or 
the Baptist or the Presbyterian 
church, or the Church of the Open 
Door, or any other church; if that 
is all you have to build upon, you 
are in a path that ends in Hell, 
and you may not be very far from 
your destination. 


VI. Putting Off Your 
Acceptance of 
Jesus Christ 

Just one more path that leads 
to perdattion, that is, putting off 
your acceptance of Jesus Christ to 
some future time. There are many 
of you who know that the path 
you are now in leads to perdition 
and you fully intend to get out 
of that path some time; but you 
say, “Not just yet, not tonight.” 
My friend, that path of delay is 
one of the surest roads to Hell 
and one of the most crowded. 
More people go to Hell by that 
road than by almost any other. I 
suppose that more people who 
have sat in days gone by in this 
building but who are in perdition 
tonight have gone by this path of 
putting off, putting off, putting 
off a decision, than by any other 
road. 

If we were to go into the world 
of those who have died without 
Christ, and ask the people who 
once lived in this city how they 
got to that dark world where they 
now exist, I suppose the great 
majority would say, “I got here 
by putting off accepting Jesus 
Christ.” That is what many of 
you are doing tonight. You are 
saying, “I will accept Christ some 
time, but not tonight.” Listen to 
what God says, “Boast not thy- 
self of tomorrow; for thou know- 
est not what a day may bring 
forth” (Prov. 27:1), and again, 


“He that being often reproved| 


hardeneth his neck, shall SUD- 


DENLY BE DESTROYED, and 
that without remedy” (Prov. 29: 
1). 


An active Christian young man 
some years ago was urging a 
friend to accept Christ. “Oh, no,” 
he said, “I like to go to the thea- 
ter, I love to hear Nat Goodwin 
and some other players. I won't 
be a Christian yet.” The young 
man urged him to decide for 
Christ at once, and told his friend 
that there was great peril in de- 
lay. In a few days the man who 
refused to accept Christ at once 
was not at his place of business, 
and the Christian young man 
called on him. There seemed to be 
nothing very serious the matter 
with him. He had injured his leg 
Slightly. And still he put off ac- 
cepting Christ. In a few days, the 
Christian young man was horri- 
fied to learn that his friend was 
dead. Delay had done its work. 
Delay had sent another soul to 
perdition. “Oh,” you say, “Dr. Tor- 
rey, don’t try to frighten us.” Lis- 
ten, I would far rather be fright- 
ened into Heaven than laughed 
into Hell. 

Let me reason with you, let me 
talk to you as intelligent men and 
women: QUIT RIGHT NOW ALL 
THESE PATHS THAT LEAD TO 
PERDITION AND GET INTO 
THE NARROW ROAD THAT 
LEADS TO ETERNAL LIFE 
RIGHT NOW. Take Jesus Christ 
tonight. He says, and He tells the 
truth when He says it, “I am the 
way, the truth, and the life: no 
man cometh unto the Father, but 
by me.” Jesus Christ is the road 
and He is the only road to salva- 
tion and to sonship and to eternal 
life. Will you take that road to- 
night by taking Him?
